Cover them closely, put them on the 
fire, and cook for three hours, keep¬ 
ing the water io the under sauce¬ 
pan boiling all the while. _ When 
cooked, strain it into a basin and 
leave until cold, removing all the 
fat. 


GENOESE CAULIFOWER. — 1 

cooked cauliflower, 3 oz. of grated 
cheese, 2 oz. of butter, salt, pepper. 
Divide the cauliflower into neat 
pieces, and put them into a well- 
greased fireproof china or glnsn dish. 
Sprinkle the dish over with half the 
heese before putting in the cauli¬ 
flower. Cover the cauliflower with 
the rest of the cheese, and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Cover with 
bread crumbs, pour over the melted 
butter, sprinkle with a few more 
crumbs, and brown in a fairly hot 
oven. Serve in the dish in which 
it was cooked.

HAM TOAST.—Mince Jib. of lean 
cooked ham very finely through a 
mincing machine. Put in a stew- 
pan with the beaten yolks of 2 
eggs, Aoz. of butter, a little milk, 
and cayenne or other pepper to taste. 
Stir over the fire until it thickens. 
Spread on neat rounds of toast; 
serve hot, garnished with parsley. 

VEAL BRAWN.—Cover with one 
quart of cold water, 2 lb. knuckle 
of veal, and 15 lb. of lean pickled 
pork. Season with pepper and salt. 
Simmer very gently for three or four 
hours, when the meat will., be thor¬ 
oughly well cooked. Separate meat 
from bones, and cut small. Nearly 
fill a mould with the meat, and pour 
in the liquor. Which will make a jelly, 
filling the mould right to the top. 
Slices of hard-boiled egg, put as a 
lining to the mould, add to the ap¬ 
pearance of this excellent dish. 


MAITRE D’HO TEL SAUCE.-Put 

an ounce of butter and an ounce 
of flour intoi a small saucepan. Mix 
till smooth. Then add half a pint 
of milk. Cook over the fire, stir¬ 
ring well. Add another ounce of 
butter or a gill of cream, chopped 
parsley, pepper and salt, and the 
juice of half a lemon. 

AMERICAN SAVOURY OME¬ 
LETTE.—Three eggs, i pint of milk, 
1 small hreakfastcup of fresh bread¬ 
crumbs, 1 oz. of butter, 1 dessert¬ 
spoon of chopped parsley. Boil the 
milk, put breadcrumbs and butter m 
a basin and pour the boiling milk 
over, mixing well, add pepper, salt 
and parsley, then stir in the beaten 
yolks and the whites whipped to a 
stiff froth. Butter a pan thickly, 
stir in the omelette mixture lightly 
until it shows signs of setting. Then 
let it first lightly brown one side, 
fold over, and serve at once.

APPLE CHUTNEY.— Take 61b. 
of sour apples. 31b. dark sugar, 
lib. onions, 3oz. garlic, 2oz. ground 
rice, 2!b. tomatoes, 1 cup treacle; 
4oz. cayenne pepper, 5 teaspoons 
salt, loz. whole ginger, loz. spice, 
loz. cloves, 1 quart vinegar. Cut 
apples, onisss and tsmatoes finely; 
put all spices into a muslin bag. 
Boil together 3 hours. 

PIE-MELON CHUTNEY.—Take 
6-lb. melon cut small, sprinkle with 
salt, leave overnight, next day strain 
off liquor, put melon with following 
ingredients in a saucepan and boil 
gently for 3 hours: 3 medium sized 
onions cut fine, h bottle vinegar. 1 
cup golden 6yrup, 2 small cups 
sugar, 1 teaspoon cayenne pepper, 
1 teaspoon mixed spice, J lb. sul¬ 
tanas, 3 chillies (cut small), 1 piece 
garlic s»2e of walnut, 1 dozen cloves 
tied together in a piece of muslin. 


YORKSHIRE TOMATO CREAM. 
—Halve 4 large tomatoes and place 
on a glass dish; whip up i gill of 
cream till quite thick, add a little 
castor sugar, pile on top of tomatoes 
and serve as a sweet. Tomatoes 
may also be cooked in a little water 
with sugar, with or without five 
cloves; they then taste and look 
like stewed plums. 

DATE CAKE.—1 lb. dates, 1 tea¬ 
cup cold water, 1 teaspoon carbon¬ 
ate of soda. 6 ozs. butter. 1 teacup 
sugar, 2 eggs (3 if small), 5 lb. 
plain flour. Soak dales with teacup 
of water and carbonate of soda for 3 
hours at least. Cream butter and 
sugar, add eggs, then flour, add 
dates. (A few walnuts are nice in 
nddition). Mix thoroughly, bake 
in well greased tin in good oven for 
1J to l| hours. Will keep fresh a 
long time.

ORANGE TART.—Line a shallow 
piedish with short crust. Ornament 
the edges and bake in a quick 
oven. Meanwhile prepare the fil¬ 
ling. Grate the rind of a sweet 
orange into a basin, and the juice 
of two oranges. 2oz. of sugar, loz. 
of butter, and a pint of water. 
Boil together and then pour the 
mixture over a tablespoon of corn¬ 
flour made into a smooth paste with 
cold water. Stir well together, 
then add the yolks of two eggs and 
pour the mixture into the tart. 
Bake in a quick oven until set. 
Before serving, cover the top of 
the tart with the whites of the 
eggs whipped to a stiff froth, with 
a little white sugar. 


PRUNE AND NUT JELLY.—Take 
| lb. prunes, 3 oz. nuts of any kind. 
3 oz. sugar, one lemon, if oz. gela¬ 
tine, one pint water. Wash the 
prunes and soak them overnight in a 
pint of cold water. Put them into a 
pan in the water in which they were 
soaked, and stew gently until soft. 
Strain off the liquid, add the sugnr 
and gelatine to it, and stjr over very 
low heat until they are dissolved; 
remove from the fire, stone and halve 
the prunes, blanch and chop the nuts, 
and add both t 0 the gelatine mix¬ 
ture. Strain in the juice of the 
lemon. Mix well, and when cold 
again stir; then pour into one large 
or several small moulds rinsed out 
in cold water. Turn out when set, 
and serve with cream or custard.

TWO EGGLESS PUDDINGS. — 

No. 1 . —Take 1 large cup of self- 
raising flour, 2 tablespoons sugar, 1 
tablespoon plum jam, 1 dessertspoon 
each of butter and dripping, 1 small 
teaspoon baking powder, pinch of 
salt. Mix altogether with half a cup 
milk. It makes a delicious sponge 
pudding. Steam for two hours. No. 
2.—One cup each of suet, bread¬ 
crumbs, raisins, and currants, 1 
tablespoon sugar, 2 tablespoons 
treacle, 1 of vinegar, a little ginger 
and nutmeg, enough milk to make 
it stiff. Steam for 4 hours. 


SOMERSET CREAM.—Wipe and 
quarter but do not peel 1 lb. of 
cooking apples, and slowly cook in 
half a pint of hot water, with the 
grated rind and juice of a lemon 
and 3 oz. loaf sugar. Rub through 
a hair sieve, and add 1 oz. of gela¬ 
tine soaked in 4 tablespoons of hot 
water and strained. Colour with 
cochineal, pour into a glass dish, and 
stand aside to cool. Whisk stiffly 
1 gill of cream, also white of an 
egg; mix together, add a little sugar 
and flavouring; pile on top of apples 
and strew with ratafias.

CREAMED DATES.-Prepnre dates 
by stoning and filling with pieces 
of walnut or almond, add following 
cream outside opening. Boil 2 
cups sugar with % cup of milk for 
about 10 minutes; pour into a dish 
standing in cold water, add a little 
vanilla, stir until it becomes firm 
and white. 

HOME-MADE BREAD WITHOUT 
YEAST.—For one loaf mix together 
until they form a stiff dough 1 
breakfastcup of self-raising flour, 1 
teacup sour milk, and enough bi¬ 
carbonate of soda to cover a three¬ 
penny piece. Place this on a tin and 
bake in hot oven for half an hour. 
It is best to dissolve the bicarbonate 
of soda in a little water.. before 
mixing it with the other ingredi¬ 
ents. 


MARINADED STEAK. — Take 
lJ.lb. of rump or other steak, suit¬ 
able for grilling (or frying, if the 
latter method is preferred; but the 
grill is much the nicer). Score the 
meat lightly on either side. Put 
into a large piedish with two tea- 
spoonsful of salt, one of pepper, one 
of sugar, one tablespoonful of Wor¬ 
cester sauce, and two of vinegar. 
Leave the steak in this pickle for six 
hours; turn now and again. Grill 
the meat over a clear fire, and 
dredge it with flour on both sides as 
it cooks. Serve on a hot dish, with 
a few pieces of butler put under 
the steak. Bring the liquor the meat 
was soaked in to the boil. Add a 
small piece of butter, and thicken 
with a little flour, mixed smoothly 
with cold water. Pour this over the 
steak.

SNOW CAKE. —Four ounces of 
fine flour. 6 ounces of castor sugar 
the whites of 4 eggs quarter tea¬ 
spoonful of cream of tartar, half n 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Mix the 
cream of tartar with the whites of 
the eggs, and heat them to a dry 
froth. Mix in very gently the sugar, 
flour and vanilla. Do not beat 
at all whilst adding these ingred¬ 
ients, only fold in.

MTJTTON CHARLOTTE. —Take a 
few slices of cold mutton and a few 
tomatoes (or use onions if prefer¬ 
red). Grate some stale bread, put 
some of the crumbs at the bottom of 
a greased piedish, then a layer of 
mutton, then some slices of toma¬ 
toes. As you proceed, season with 
salt and pepper and a little minced 
onion. Let the top layer be of to- 
ma.ocs. Sprinkle a few bread 
crumbs over the top and bake for 
three-quarters of an hour. Tinned 
tomatoes may ho used if fresh are 
not obtainable. 


NUT BREAD. —2 breakfast cups 
6elf-raising flour, 3 cup milk, 2 eggs. 
5 teaspoon salt, h cup sugar, 2 ozs. 
butter, 4 ozs. shelled walnuts. Sift 
flour and rub in butter, add sugar, 
salt, also eggs well beaten, then milk, 
add the nuts chopped small, mix 
thoroughly. Fill well greased Cere- 
bos salt tins only 3 full and bake in 
a very moderate oven 3 to 1 hour. 
This quantity makes 2 loaves. 

BRAISED OX TAIL.— Thorough¬ 
ly wash the tail and divide it into 
4-in. lengths. Melt 1 oz. of butter 
in a casserole and fry the pieces in 
it till nearly browned. Peel and 
cut in slices two carrots, two onions, 
and one turnip, and put them at the 
bottom of the casserole. On this put 
a long stick of streaky bacon, and, 
lastly, the pieces of ox tail, with 
pepper and salt. Pour over half a 
pint of stock, and braise slowly till 
the meat is cooked (about two 
hours). Garnish with a little chop¬ 
ped gherkin, and serve very hot.

RHUBARB JAM.-To every pound 
of rhubarb allow lib. of sugar, the 
rind of J a lemon. Wipe the rhubarb 
perfectly dry, take off the string 
or peel and weigh it. Put it into 
a preserving pan with the sugar, 
mince the lemon rind very finely, 
add it to the other ingredients. 
Place the pan beside the fire, keep 
stirring to prevent jam from burn¬ 
ing, and when the sugar is well 

dissolved put the pan more over 
the fire and let the jam boil until 
it is done, taking care to keep it 

well skimmed and stirred with a 

wooden spoon. When cool put into 
jars and tie down. 


ICING.—Two cups of icing sugar, 
one tablespoonful melted butter, two 
tablespoonsful boiling water. Mix 
together, and spread quickly. It sets 
firmly, but never hardens. 

EVEREST BISCUITS. — Take l 
cup of sugar. Jib. butter, 2 cups 
self-raising flour, 2 eggs, 2 tea¬ 
spoons powdered cinnamon. Peat 
butter and sugar to a cream, add 
eggs (well beaten), • then cinnamon 
and flour. Roll out very thin and 
cut with small tin. Bake from 10 
to 15 minutes in a moderate even. 
When cold stick together with rasp¬ 
berry jam and ice top.
